Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cain et al. 
(EP 0, 901,804, IDS) in view of Kimura (CAPLUS Abstract, 1994:321866), Hohnen Oil Co. 
(CAPLUS Abstract, AN 1986:18914) and Tanaka (CAPLUS Abstract, AN 1989:153130) for 
reasons set forth in the prior office action. 

3. Applicants' remarks submitted December 18, 2001 have been fully considered, they are 
persuasive regarding the rejection under 35 U.S.C 1 12, but are not persuasive regarding the 
obvious rejection under 35 U.S.C 103 for reasons discussed below. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 
5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and/« re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, the suggestion and motivation are found in both the references and in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. Particularly, the primary 
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references teaches that the employment of long chain fatty alcohol would reduce the viscosity of 
fat-containing food product. Soybean oil is a well-known edible oil. The second reference further 
teaches that the particular long chain alcohol employed herein, octacosanol, are known to be 
employed with vegetable oil for health benefit. The motivation to employ long chain alcohol in 
any fat-containing food product, including soybean oil and/or those defined herein, is very clear 
to one of ordinary skill in the art: a) reduce the viscosity of the food product, and b) provide 
health food. The benefit of reducing the viscosity of food product should be well understood by 
one of ordinary skill in the art, e.g., see, page 1, lines 7-19 in Cain et al. 

5. Regarding the remarks that the references do not teach expressly the claimed viscosity 
herein, note, as stated in the prior office action, the difference claimed herein is in degree, not in 
kind. Such variation is obvious and is within the skill of artisan, absent evidence illustrating the 
criticality of the difference. Further, the viscosity of the food product largely depends on the oil 
employed in the food product. As stated in above, it is prima facie obvious to combine any edible 
oil with long chain alcohols. 

6. Nothing unobvious is seen in the claimed invention.
